not true. 
On the night of the disastrous fire, 
gangs of Greek and other foreign fishermen com­ 
m itted wholesale robberies on whatever they could 
lay hand on. 
They acted like demons more than 
men. 
In one :ase they snatched the blankets awav 
with which a poor houseless m other had covered 
two infants while she went in to save more of her 
bedding, leaving the infant children in chargs of 
one a little older. 
Stores were openly plundered 
before the proprietors’ eyes, and the goods handed 
to confederates, who dropfted them into open boats 
in the river near by, and in this way whole fishing- 
boat leads of stolen plunder were carried away 
across the river to the Washington Territory side, 
where some of it was recovered the next d a y ." Some 
eight or nine of these scoundrels were arrested th at 
night, bu t owing to the excitem ent a suifici tit 
guard was not kept over them , and some confeder­ 
ates managed unseen to pry open the window bars 
and enable the prisoners to escape 
The Chief of 
Police recaptured sever*1 of them the next day, and 
imprisoned 
them 
more 
securely. 
Their 
friends 
outside, 
it 
was 
rr ported, had made 
open 
threat?, 
that if 
the prisoners were not. 
released by 10 o’clock 
that night the 
town 
would witness another conflagration. 
As there 
are some hundreus of these reck ese foreign fisher­ 
men, and scores of them under the influence of the 
liquors they had 9tolen, the Mayor deemed it advis­ 
able to call the Council together, to adept special 
m easures to prevent a recurrence of the previous 
night’s disaster. Prom inent and respectable e tizens 
were privately invited to attend this meeting and to 
give their views. 
By a vote of the Council, the 
Chief of Police was authorized tc close every saloon 
and store at 10 o’clock th at night and the next two 
nights, and to appoint forty special policemen. 
Tne 
citizens present, 
to the num ber o.' sixty-five, 
signed an agreem ent, each pledging himself to 
aid by arm s oi otherwise ihc Mayor and Chief of 
Police in quelling any riot which might endanger 
the safety of the city. 
A preconcerted signal for 
the assembling of the committee was arranged, the 
Mayor and Council givirg p. rntifsion to each one to 
carry weapons. 
Toe m eeting then adjourned. 
At 
1 a. m. the fire bell tapped the signal for the com­ 
m ittee to assemble at the appointed rendezvous. 
It 
was promptly resj>onded fo, and it was ascertained 
th at three disreputable sdoous were still open, 
crow’ded with men excited with liquor, and the pro­ 
prietors refused to close. 
The committee marched 
iu 
a 
body 
to 
the 
locality, 
and 
quietly 
but 
firmly 
ordered 
the 
doors closed and 
the inmates to dicpersc. 
One if the owners re­ 
monstrated, hut e included to obey. 
Another re­ 
fused, hut had the saloon closed for him, w ith a 
polite invitation to make arrangem ents to leave the 
city witbiu a certain time, which he took good care 
to do. Tbe third refused, and pro|H»scd to resist 
with a drawn weapon, which was taken from him 
and he was marched to jail. 
Mince then several 
roughs have taken the alarm, some with and some 
w ithout notice 
The committee having issued a 
printed notice, warning all parties having goods 
taken from owners during the lire to inform the 
Chief of Police where the sanie can be found or take 
the consequences, resulted in much valuable prop­ 
erty being recovered, atM the probability is th at 
much more will be.

REGULATIONS 
F O i 
HOP 
SALES 


The San Francisco Produce Exchange on 
June 12th adopted the following lulea regu­ 
lating transactions in hops nmocg its •: ein- 
bZT9f and whk»» w iU he of interest to al! hop- 
perm it thei 
dila­ 
tions to govern them or otherwise : 
Rule 1. At the liret m eeting of the Board of Di­ 
rectors, after the»r election, the President shall 
(subject to the approval of the Board) appoint an a 
Committee on Hops five members of the 8an Fran­ 
cisco Produce Exchange who are known to be deal­ 
ing in hops, 
it shall be the duty of this committee 
to properly discharge the duties imposed upon 
them by these rules, and also to cons: ler and decide 
all disputes arising between members dealing in, 
cor suming or exporting bojv, which may be sub­ 
m itted to them . 
A s soon as practicable after their 
appointm ent, the committee shall elect a Chairman 
from their own body. 
A m ajority of the committee 
shall constitute a quorum ; but the committee shall 
fill tem porary vacancies, if requested by either 
party, by some member or members representing 
the same interest as the absent m em ber or mem­ 
bers ; and a decision of a m ajority of those present 
at any m eeting shall be final, except iu case of ap­ 
peal. 
So much of Article XII. o f the constitution 
of the San Francisco Produce Exchange, adopted 
August 3, 1877, not in conflict herewith, is made 
the governing rule of this committee. 
Rule 2. All transaction in American hops between 
members of the Exchange shall be governed by the 
following rules, but nothing herein shall be con­ 
strued a9 interfering in any way with the right of 
members to make such special contracts or condi­ 
tions as they may desire, not in conflict with Rule 5. 
Rule 3. All hops shall be deliverable in m erchant­ 
able bales. When a certain num er of pounds are 
sold, num ber of bales not specified, net weight shall 
be understood. 
Rule 4. Any b d e of hops weighing not less than 
170 pounds, nor mere than 205 pounds, gross weight, 
shall be considered a good delivery. 
Rule 5, On all hops an allowance of seven pounds 
per bale shall be made a* tare. 
The sacking shall 
not wiigh more than twenty-four ounces per yard, 
and any additional weight of sacking, or needless 
surplusage of sacking shall he considered aa irregu­ 
lar, and the seller shall be liable to the purchaser 
for such excess. 
Rule 6. In the absence of any specific agreem ent, 
the seller shall have the right to demand paym ent 
at the tim e of passing title. 
Rule 7. Hops sold tor immediate delivery m ust be 
inspected on the day succeeding the sai». Hops Bold 
for future delivery m ust be inspected on the day 
succeeding the notice off delivery. 
Rule 8. If, upon inspection, it shall he found th a t 
.any lot, or part of a lot, of hops shall not conform 
with the contract, the buyer shall take every bale 
th at does conform to the contract, and he shall have 
the. privilege of rejecting every bale th at docs hot 
conform to the contract. 
Rule 9. Hops shall be weighed (nnles» 
’berwise 
agreed upon) by a city weigher, whose return shall 
be taken as the correct weights of the bales. 
Weigher’s fees at the expense of the seller.

CHAMBORD AND TH d COMTE D3 PARIS. 


The Comte de Chambord is dyiug—per­ 
haps by this writing has gone from earth. 
A t best, his hours are few. 
He wa3 the 
posthumous child of the eldest son of 
Charles X. of France, and was born Sep­ 
tem ber 20, 1S20. 
lie may be Baid to have 
been the last of the claimants to the 
French throne that clung, without falter­ 
ing, to the doctrine of the divine right of 
kings. 
After the 
revolution of 
1S30 
Charles resigned his claims, but it did not 
avail Chambord anything. He haB remained 
the warm friend of the Pope, and never in 
any way compromised the claims of the 
branch of the Bourbons he represented. 
I t has well been said of him that he alone 
of all men had the heroism, in the full 
blaze of the democratic light of the nine­ 
teenth century, to lift up the standard of 
the middle ages and Haunt it boldly. 
Since the battle of Sedan, and his famous 
manifesto, he has always signed himself 
“ Henri V.” 
He based his right to rule in 
France on the claim that he was the repre­ 
sentative of a dynasty that had ruled 
France for 500 years a3 absolute monarchs. 
W hen the Legitimists in 1S71 resolved to 
test their strength and call Chambord to 
the throne, it was made a condition that 
for the white banner of Navarre the tri­ 
color of France should bs substituted. 
But Chambord, true 
to his descent, 
and 
proud 
as 
any 
of his 
prede­ 
cessors, 
replied that 
if he 
wag to 
rule, 
he 
would 
rule, 
but 
on 
no 
conditions, and with no stipulations die 
tated by any power on earth, acd so it 
came about that his party failed in its 
scheme. 
In other words, this Prince pre 
ferred to lose a throne rather than sacri­ 
fice w hat he deemed a principle. 
But his 
Orleanist cousin long sines acknowledged 
the tricolor, and so with the death of 
Chambord 
the 
milk-white 
banner is 
laid 
low 
forever. 
F jr 
over 
twenty 
years he 
has 
been one of the most 
im portant characters in the politics of 
Europe, and while not taking very active 
part has nevertheless been the subject of 
constant speculation. 
He was in fact once 
King of France, for it will be remembered 
that when Charles laid down the crown he 
did so in favor of the Due d’Orleans, who 
placed it upon the brow of his nephew, 
the young Count, and for twelve days he 
held it, and was truly King of France, 
He was a most accomplished Prince, brave 
to a fault, generous without stint, con­ 
scientious, his integrity unimpeachable 
amiable, gentle, he was in the true sense 
a gentleman. 
But he was religiously hide­ 
bound—indeed, fanatical, and so clung to 
the traditions of the past that his views 
of the present were narrowed. 
He was 
ages behind this age, and refused to recog­ 
nize that the world had advanced. 
He 
never hated the French for rejecting him, 
but in many ways testified his love for 
Franos, and refused to embroil her in a 
hopeless war. 
But if, without w hat be 
deemed loss of principle, he had at any 
time found fair opportunity to seat himself 
upon the throne, he wonld not have hesi­ 
tated at any loss of life in a war to re­ 
cover his "rig h ts.” 
But there are two branches of the house 
of Bourbon, and the death of Chambord 
will present with new prominence the 
claims of the Comte de Paris, the grandson 
of Louis Philippe, 3nd a gallant repre­ 
sentative of the Orleans branch, of which 
Philippe was the only member who ever 
occupied the throne. 
The Orleanists have 
not had the recognition by monarchists 
accorded to Chambord. 
The Comte de 
Paris has been supposed long since to have 
resigned all hope of ruling F ran cs; but I 


with Chambord out of the way, all royal­ 
ists will very likely turn to the Orleanist 
and array themselves under his banner, 
if he shall have the courage to raiee it. 
B ut they cannot do so with any great en­ 
thusiasm ; the prejudices of an 3 g earen o t 
to be laid aside at a m om ent; and it is 
doubtful, too, if the Orleanist leader has 
the desire to Btrike the republic—cer- 
tainly not at this time, 
It íh not probable 
that he will venture upon a revolution 
without a very cool and exhaustive exam­ 
ination of the ground before him and c. 
counting of his own hosts. 
The French 
republic is just now strong, and even if 
European monarchies should, as is hoped, 
recognize the claims of Orleans, he could 
not prefer his demand except with a terri­ 
ble struggle, and one of very doubtful out­ 
come. 
The 
republic was definitively 
oiganized in 1876, and has hence ex­ 
isted nearly 
eight years 
under con­ 
ditions of the most remarkable character, 
and which are too well understood 'to need 
recapitulation. 
It began with a monarch­ 
ical majority in the Senate and a Ilepubli- 
can majority in the lower house, and ever 
since has been buffeted by pardoned Com- 
muuits, self-seeking royalists, the schem­ 
ing of Imperialists and selfish men, and the 
menaces of mcnarchisl claimants. 
The 
mercurial temperament of the French peo­ 
ple, the wonderful celerity with which 
they act upon the impulse of the moment, 
the waring factions th at scheme under the 
protection of the republic for its destruc­ 
tion, the vacillating policy of her Ministry, 
are evidences which should prepare the pub­ 
lic mind to be surprised at no attem pt that 
may be made to change the form cf gov­ 
ernment. 
But whatever these attempts 
may be, and notwithstanding the secret 
enmity of Europe to the republic, there 
are reasons to believe th at it will outlive 
the present menace. 
W ith Chambord, the 
Legitimist party dies ; under the Comte de 
Paris we do not believe a inonarchial party 
of unity and stiength can be rallied. 
He 
will not dare to answer ir. the affirmative 
the question of Le Voltaire, “ Are you 
King?” 
And, as that journal adds, his 
silence w ill' bo 
repudiation, and that 
means peace to the republic and tne end of 
any serious efforts to establish a throne in 
France. 


THE 
TRADE 
DOLLAR. 


LAST NIGHT'S NEWS. 


The trade dollar appears to be doomed, 
but we must confess th at the present cru­ 
sade against it looks very much like a 
speculation. The coin was issued about ten 
years ago to take the place of the Mexican 
“ pillar dollar ” so much desired for the 
China trade* The pillar coin was, in silver, 
of greater value than our own. To give us a 
fair show io the China market we issued a 
coin of 420 grains of silver, nine-tenths 
tine, and this we called the “ Trade Dol­ 
lar.” 
It was not, and never has been, a 
legal tender, except for amounts not exceed­ 
ing 85. 
I t wa3 coined only for bullion 
owner?, and to make it fulfill the purposes 
for which isaued, it was made four grains 
richer than the pillar dollar. 
The entire 
coinage of the trade dollar amounted to 
$30,710,400. 
For some years the trade 
dollar circulated 
freely in 
commercial 
circles, for it was really worth moro than 
our silver coins of prior issue. 
W hen the 
coin had been out about three years the 
legal tender character of it was withdrawn 
by Act of Congress, because the bullion 
dealers were putting it upon the country at 
par, the price of silver having declined. 
By this means they were enabled to realize 
above the value of bullion, and hence the 
repealing Act. 
In 1S7G, therefore, the 
coinage of the trade dollar ceased, and so, 
for nearly eight years, none have been 
minted. 
Except for speculative purposes, 
it is not easy to see w hat should have occa­ 
sioned the present excitement about this 
coin, and the effort to depreciate it. 
The 
coin now rates at less than its real value in 
silver. 
I t is said th at an appeal will be 
made to Congress to redeem the dollar at 
par, and this may account for the current 
assault upon it. 
If the dealers can induce 
the Government to take it up at par they 
will make a nice thing. 
But it has been a 
long time since it wa3 declared no legal 
tender, and it cannot have been U3ed since 
then to the injury of any one, except 
where parties were ignorant of the law. 
But the great volume of the value is held 
by silver speculators. 
These can get out 
of the coin all and more than it coat them, 
and so few holders can suffer 
injury. 
While here and there are a few who ignor­ 
antly took the coin at par, it is not suf­ 
ficient reason upon which to base a demand 
that the nation shall redeem these bullion 
medals at par, and it is not at all probable 
that it will do so. 


A 
CHIVALRY 
RAID. 


Careful observers cannot have failed to 
note two significant facts : th at the Demo­ 
cratic party, under the whip and spur of a 
few leaders, has been saddled with and 
compelled to bear the burden of the pres­ 
ent railroad crusade ; that these leaders 
are to a man of tha chivalry element of the 
Terry stripe, who will rule or ruin. 
It is 
possible that Carpenter and Humphreys 
are obnoxious to the3e same leaders be­ 
cause their chivalry is of a different order. 
We have neither warrant nor cause to de­ 
fend those gentlemen in their attem pt to 
subvert commercial laws, and even the JEr- 
aminer has been brought to admit that we 
have not championed its Democratic Com­ 
mission ; but when a light is going on 
human nature inclines human beings to 
analyze it, and to search out the pedigree 
of the contestants. 
In this analysis it 
cannot escape notice that the chivalry, so 
called, is a unit against two of the Com­ 
missioners, whose misfortune seems to be 
that they have not blue blood of a certain 
quality. 
I t is a very disreputable family 
quarrel, but there are indications that 
men who are Democrats from principle, 
and not for the spoils of war alone, are be­ 
coming heartily tired of it and of the 
domination of the chivalry element. 
And, 
by the way, when did the people transfer 
to this breed of Democrats the whole busi­ 
ness of voicing their will through ward 
caucuses and committee meetings, or oth­ 
erwise ? 


The Oakland Times protests against the senti­ 
ment that the true measure of regulation for rail­ 
road rates is the depreciation it works in the com­ 
pany’s income. 
Yet that is precisely what the 
present agitator* are aiming it. 
They wish to 
punish the railroad proprietor?, not adjust the 
equities between carrier and shipj>er.

A C olorado T ragedy* 
Denver, July 5th.—The city is terribly exercised 
o\er the startling news, received late last night, 
that two Grand county Commissioners had becu shot 
and killed, and the other Commissioner and County 
Clerk mortally wounded by masked men. 'ihe 
trouble that led to the shouting wafdhe result of 
an old feud, dating back to 1879, when the county 
was created by an Act of the Legislature, and the 
county seat located at Hot Sulphur Springs. At an 
election held in IS39, the people by vote changed 
the county seat to Grand Lake. The matter was 
taken to the District Court and thence to the Su­ 
preme Court. The bitter hatied exihting between 
the two factions grew in intensity, culminating in 
yesterday’s bloody work. Grand county has three 
Commissioners -Barney Day, K. C. 5111s and E. 1*. 
Webber—the majority of whom, Day and Mills, are 
in favor of declaring the vote illegal that created 
Grand Lake the county Scat, and removing the 
records back to the Springs. 
Last Monday the Com­ 
missioners held a regular meeting at Grand Lake. 
Just what was done is not positively known, but it 
was reported that they had decided to declare the 
office oí County Treasurer vacant, because <»f his 
refusal to fi t* a satisfactory bond. During the 
meeting Day, Webber and Clerk Dean stopped at 
Mr .?. Young’s boarding-house, 
a quarter of a 
mile around the end of a small like. 
The 
road leading from Mr?. Young’s to town is 
through a thicket of small pines. 
Yesterday morn­ 
ing, just before 10 o’clock, the two Commissioners 
and the clerk started from the bouse to go to the 
place of nie&ting and finish up the business before 
finally adjourning. 
When about midway through 
the thicket, three masked men suddenly sprang out 
of the bushes and commenced firing, shoo tit g them 
down almost instantly. Before the work had been 
done, one of the Commissioner? returned the lire, 
instantly killing one of the assailants. 
The othe r 
two masked men, thinking they had killed all 
three ot the party, diFappeared in the bushes. 
When 
the 
startled citizens 
arrived 
at 
the 
place 
of 
combat 
a 
moment 
later, 
they 
found 
Day 
dead 
and 
Webber 
and 
Dean 
mortally wounded. They tore the mask from the 
other man, and found he was Mill?, the other 
County Commissioner. Toe other two assailants 
arc not known. Suspicion, however, rest? upon two 
noted desperados—Bill Uedman aud Len Coffin 
When the news was brought t » Hot Sulphur Springs 
it produced tffe most inte a fie excitement, and shortly 
before dark last night a party of twenty horsemen, 
well armed, left for Grand Lake, and a terrible fight 
is expected. Up to this hour (10 o’clock) no lute 
news has been received from the scene of the trag­ 
edy, and a courtier riding fifty miles over the moun­ 
tains is the only means < f communication. 
Prob­ 
ably uo further news will be received until morn­ 
ing.

THE 
BILLINGS 
WILL 
CASE. 


K. L. Billings, a well-known citizen, died 
suddenly of heart disease iu this city on the 
23d of January last. Three days thereafter 
a document which was said to be the last will 
and testament was discovered among the pa­ 
pers of the deceased. 
Tne heirs all resided 
in the K ast and Canada, except one sister, 
Mrs. Clark, who resided on a farm of the 
deceased in Yolo county. On the 12:h of 
February the Court heard the application, 
and no one appearing to contest, the paper 
referred to was admitted to probate as a 
will. 
It was written in pencil on one of the 
letter-heads of E. L. Billmga & Co., whole­ 
sale liquor dealers. Apparently it was writ­ 
ten in the handwriting of the deceased, with 
some interlineations made in the same hand- 
writiog. The paper was not witnessed by 
any one, but merely bore the signature of the 
deceased. 
Holographic wills, to be valid, 
according to the statute should be “ en­ 
tirely written, signed and dated by the 
hand 
of 
the testator 
himself,” 
and 
the Supreme Court has construed this lan­ 
guage heretofore, and held that every part of 
a holographic will m ud be in the handwriting 
of the testator, and that it any part is in 
print or in the handwriting of another it ie 
not valid. The letter-head referred to had 
printed thereon the word Sacramento and 
figures 1882, leaving a space between for the 
month and day. The only written date in 
the Will, if such it may be called, was April 
1st. Shortly after this document was ad­ 
mitted to probate, several of the sisters, 
heirs-at-!aw of the deceased, employed Judge 
S. C. Hanson to represent their interests in all 
matters appertaining to the estate. On the 
21st of May a petition was filed by Mrs. 
Hanver, a bister, for the revocation of the 
probate and the setting asids of the will, set­ 
ting forth numerous reasons why the same 
was invalid. 
Early in June the case was 
tried, argued and submitted. 
Yesterday 
Judge McFarland filed a lengthy opinion, 
reviewing the facts of the law in the case, sus­ 
taining the petition of the contestant, and 
ordering a decree entered of record revoking 
and annulling the probate of the wili and re­ 
calling and canceling the letters of adminis­ 
tration heretofore issued to Louis M. Billings, 
and requiring him to account for all the 
property and money in his hands, but did not 
fix the day for the recounting. 
Counsel for 
L. M. Billings gave notice of appeal to the 
Supreme Court, and contended that it was 
not necessary for them to execute an appeal 
bond, claiming that the bond filed by Billings 
as administrator was responsible and all-juf- 
ticisut. 
Counsel for the heirs contend that 
no appeal can bo taken unless a new bond 
double the amount of the value of the per­ 
sonal property is given, and that no Btay of 
proceedings c in be had without its immediate 
filing. 
They also gave notice that for good 
and sufficient reasons they should at an early 
date apply for the appointment of a new ad­ 
ministrator. The estate is valued at about 
§150,000, and will now fall into the hands of 
the Public Administrator, which it seems is 
the disposition cf tho matter desired by all 
the contesting heirs. 


L ast Night’s F ihes.—At 0:30 r m. yes­ 
terday an alarm of fire was sounded from en­ 
gine house No. 2, on Tenth street. The fire 
waB on the roof of one of the new buildings 
being erected on the eouthwest corner of 
Eleventh and I streets, and was extinguished 
before the department, which responded 
promptly, arrived. At 9 P. M. an alarm was 
sounded from box 41, Ninth and L street.. 
A fire was discovered in the residence of 
Thomas Stevens, three doors from the north­ 
west corner of Ninth and L. which was 
caused by the exploding of a lamp in a back 
closet. 
No. 1, whose engine house is on 
Second street, between K and L, were first to 
get a stream OB the 11 imes. The house is the 
property of Wm. H. O’Brien, The loss was 
about §250, and fully covered with insurance. 


W ho F ired t h e Shot?—About 9 o’clock 
on the evening of the Fourth W. J . McClellan 
was shot at Second and L streets. The ball 
entered the hip and ranged around toward 
the groin. 
He was conveyed to his home in 
Charles Heisen’s building, on the southwest 
corner of Seventh and I streets, and received 
immediate medical attention. 
The wound 
was probed, bnt the ball could not be found. 
Mr. McClellan is a man of family, and a 
painter in the railroad shcp». So far ho has 
declined to make any statement regarding the 
shooting, and tho entire affair is shrouded in 
mystery.

THE CELEBRATION 


OF 
THE 
NATION’S 
ANNIVERSARY 
IN 
SACRAMENTO. 


The 
Parade— The 
Literary 
Exercises — 
The 
Fireworks 
at 
the 
Close 
of the 
Day. 


The extensive preparations made in this 
city for the celebration of the one hundred 
and seventh anniversary of American inde­ 
pendence were well and successfully car­ 
ried out. 
The day was exceedingly pleas­ 
ant, the excessive heat of the previous few 
days being dispelled by a cool breeze from the 
south. A t an early hour in the morning 
many additional decorations were put up on 
both business and private houses. All the 
old-time flags could be seen at sunrise on the 
flagstaff», while many a new silk one was 
aired for the first time. There were many 
visitors in the city that arrived by rail, and 
almost the entire population in the country 
for twenty miles around arrived by private 
conveyancer in the early foreDoon. 
At sunrise the salutes fired by the battery 
of Company B, under Captain Cook, First 
Artillery Regiment, a n d the Independent 
Battery, Captain Houghton, and the ringing 
of the bells throughout the city awoke the 
sleeping city. This also had the effect of 
bringing out every youngster in the city who 
was not already on the streets, and the 
Bound of firecrackers, small bombs and tor­ 
pedoes never ceased until long after mid­ 
night. 
The procession was farmed on Seventh, I 
and J streets, in the order as announced pre­ 
viously, ami moved a few minutes past 10 
o’clock, the route of march beir.g through the 
principal business streets. The Sacramento 
regalar and special pjlicemeD, nineteen in 
number, und*.- Chief Kaicher, rode at the 
head of the column 
They were followed by 
Grand Marshal Scott and Chief Aid Miller 
and twenty aids, wearing handsome regalias 
and splendidly mounted. 
The First Di­ 
vision, under Marshal Clarken and aids, 
consisted of 
the Sacramento companies 
of 
the 
First 
Artillery Regiment and 
the allegorical car “ Liberty.” A t the head 
cf the military rode Brigadier-General Carey 
and statf, followed by the First Artillery 
band. Next came Colonel Sheehan ami staff, 
mounted, and the cotnpames in the following 
order: A, G, B and Cadets, under their re­ 
spective Captains. There was a large turn­ 
out of the military, and they presented a very 
fine appearance. The car “ Liberty,” as all 
the other allegorical cars in the procession, 
was prepared and handsomely decorated un­ 
der the direction of George Boyne. The 
Goddess of Liberty was personated by Mrs. 
Fred. Dustman. The Continental Guard 
consisted of Master Horace Bayne, Martin 
Enright, Rody Enright and John Enright. 
The second division was under Marshal 
Berkey, and was led by the Hussar band. 
In this division were the State officers— Gov­ 
ernor StoDeman, Secretary of State Thomp­ 
son, 
Treasurer 
January and Controller 
Dunn occupying one carriage, and the re­ 
mainder of the State officials and several 
county officials occupied a wagonette. The 
Sacramento Hussars, forty strong, mounted, 
under command of Captain Heilbron, led 
the State officials as an escort, and Sumner 
Post, Grand Army of the Republic, under 
Commander Adams, also acted as an escort. 
The county and city officers and officers of 
the day, in carriages, were in this division. 
Tho allegorical car, 
“ California,” hand­ 
somely fitted np, was iu this division. The 
clivracters 
were 
represented as follows: 
“ Eureka,” Mrs. L. Eckman ; “ Commerce,” 
Annie Lucy; “ Agriculture,” Anna Doley- 
sek; “ Law,” Mamie Birdall; “ Science,” 
Miss Edith Radford. 
The third division was in charge of Mar­ 
shal Laice and aids. The Roseville band, 
leading 
Sacramento 
Uniformed Degree, 
Camp No. 1, I. O. O. V. Then followed the 
Sacramento Pioneers, occupying thirteen car­ 
riages. Next came the Grangers, under Mr. 
Flint a3 Marshal. Sacraffiento Grange had 
an allegorical car representing the different 
agricultural 
interests. 
Miss 
Hattie 
E. 
Sprague represented the “ Goddess of Agri­ 
culture ;” Miss Rose L. Hull, “ Ceres;” 
Edith L Duden, “ Pomon3 ;” Jessie Green­ 
law, “ Shepherdess,” and Ruth Merwin, 
“ Flora.” Another car was filled with young 
misses, daughters of Grangers, all prettily 
dressed. 
The car fitted up to represent the 
“ Signing of the Treaty of Peace,” 
The 
signers were represented as follows : “ Benja­ 
min 
Franklin,” Simeon Gould; “ David 
Hartley,” Walter H arris; “ John Jay,” 
Joseph Bauquior; “ John Adams,” John 
Klees. 
The fourth division was led by a drum 
corps and marshaled by W. G. Scott and 
aids. The entire Fire Department was in 
this division, and presented a handsome ap­ 
pearance. The children of the Orphan Asy­ 
lum, in the Golden Eagle and Capital Hotel 
omnibuses, led by another drum corps, fol­ 
lowed the Fire Department. Next came an 
allegorical car representing “ Education,” 
filled with small schorl children, thirty iu 
number. A third drum corps headed the 
line of representations by business houses and 
CitiiBis iu carriages and 
on horseback. 
Among the business houses represented in 
the line were John Breuner, furniture ; &ti- 
urdan Capital: Shefer & Broncer, “ Magee 
R a n g e s J. F. Davis & Son, carriages; J. 
R. Hodson, the photographer, with thies 
wagons and carriages; Union Brewery, three 
wagons; and Fisk’s steam concern. 
The 
three drum corps that furnished the music 
for this division were compose! of boys from 
the grammer schools, and the credit for their 
efficiency is due to the exertions of Professors 
R well and Johnson, and but five days for 
preparation was given them. 
Sh >rtly after the line started to move an 
alarm of fire sounded, which called the Fire 
Department from the line, but af or attend­ 
ing to the fire they returned and took their 
places in the procession. 
The route of march as laid down by the 
Grand Marshal was gone over, and on M 
street, east of Second, the procession was dis 
missed. 
The Sacramento Hussars, headed by their 
band of fourteen pieces, escorted General 
Carey to his home, where the General made 
a few remarks, which were responded to by 
Captain Heilbron, and then st the expense 
of General Carey the company took some 
refreshments at the most accessible refresh­ 
ment stand. 
The non-commisrioned officers of Company 
A, accompanied by the First Artillery band, 
repaired to the Capital Hotel and gave a din­ 
ner to about forty invited guests. 
Governor 
Stoneman, Adjutant-General Cosby, Brig­ 
adier-General Carey, Colonel T. W. Sheehan, 
Major McKee and Lieutenant Colonel Guth­ 
rie were among those present. A number of 
toasts were responded to. 
The Grand Marshal and Aids, as soon as 
their work was done, went to the Capital 
Hotel and had a feast, to which there were 
a number of invited guests. 


t h e f a s t a s t ic s. 
The Fantastic» formed in the afternoon at 
Seventh and I streets, and proceeded over a 
long march through the principal streets. 
A 
squad of mounted policemen under officer 
Eldred was at the bead of the line. A boy 
mounted and dreseed to represent George 
Washington in “ hatchet” days followed 
next. There were a large number of first- 
class “ take-offs” in the line. The best, ac­ 
cording to the Committee of Awards, con­ 
sisting of Henry E iger ton, Judge W. A. 
Henry, Charles T. Jones, W. C. Van Fleet, 
J. T. Griffitts and Wm. McLaughlin, were 
the following, to whom the prizes were 
awarded at the conclusion of the march :

Morí. A. IJn.ley then read the 
Declaration of Independence. Judge S. C. 
Denson, the Orator of tha Day, was then 
introduced, and delivered an excellent, but 
brief oration. This wa3 followed by the 
reading, by Frank Ryan, of the poem, writ­ 
ten for the occasiou by Ralph Turner, of this 
city. The poem is given iu full elaewhere. 
The exercises closed with prayer by the 
Chaplain, and the next attraction was 
t h e f ir e w o r k s . 
These were very handsome, and creditable 
to I (♦gentlemen who provided them. 
Per­ 
haps the greatest drawback was the lack of 
funds appropriated for that purpose by the 
committee. The high wind interfered with 
some of the works, aud in the afternoon the 
top portion of the largest figure representing 
the Goddess of Liberty was blown down and 
damaged so that it could not be replaced. The 
pyrotechnic display lasted about an hour. At 
the conclusion the multitude of tired people 
wended their way to their homes, and soon 
the city was quiet. 
It is expected that hereafter the literary 
exercises on the Fourth will be held in the 
Agricultural and Industrial Exposition build 
ing. 
Daring the forenoon 
procession Uncle 
John Douglas sent up a number of balloons 
frcm different parts of the city. 
Mr. and Mrs. F. W. Frat had the children 
of the Orphan Asylum brought to their resi­ 
dence, co n e ' of Second and K street», in the 
afternooD, where the children wer8 enter­ 
tained with refreshments, and in other ways 
pleasant to the children.

While the crowd was ruuuiD g to the fire 
on the morning of the Fourth an aged lacly 
was knocked down and trampled under foot, 
She was picked up in a bleeding bd! insensi­ 
ble condition and conveyed to her home near 
East Park. 
While a lady was standing on the sidewalk 
at I street, near King-ley Chapel, Wednesday 
morning, she was struck with a Minie bail 
with such force as t > knock her down. The 
ball evidently had come a long distance, and 
had nearly spent its force. Had it not struck 
a steel stay in her corset the lady would un­ 
doubtedly have been killed. 
The morning of the Fourth the Bicycle 
Club appeared for tha first time in uniform, 
and took an early morning ride down the 
Riverside road. 
Seven young gentlemen 
abreast rede well and looked charming, 
dressed in ecru sailor shirts, with pipings of 
light blu‘% white caps adorned with our na­ 
tional colcre, knee breeches and low shoes. 
Much disappointment was felt that the dan­ 
ger would have been too great for horses to 
permit of this novel feature forming part of 
the regular procession.

DOMESTIC. 
Hanlan won the rowing regatta at Lowell, Mass., 
Wednesday. 
Another Democratic Congressman has been elected 
from Alabama. 
Elam, the wounded Richmond editor, is doing well 
and will recover. 
Arthur is thought to be looming up as a Presi 
dential candidate. 
The Illinois Knights of Labor held a secret con­ 
vention at Peoria 111. 
Bishop John McMullen, of the Catholic diocese of 
Davenport, la., is deaJ. 
Ex-President Hayes made a Fourth of July ora­ 
tion at Woodfctock, Conn. 
Bishop Pinkey, of the Episcopal Church, died at 
Cockeyville, Md., Wednesday. 
Belrne and Elam, the Virginia duelists, and prob­ 
ably their seconds, are to be prosecuted. 
The first of the fleet steamers intended for the use 
of the Canadian Pacific was launched Wednesday. 
Kearney and Maybell were refused admission as 
delegates to the Anti Monopoly Conference at Chi­ 
cago. 
The Collector of the Port of Chicago authorizes, 
temporarily, the employ of C. Draper as tea exam­ 
iner there. 
The Charleston (3. C.) Centennial Guard Wednes­ 
day visited Washington’s headquarters in New York 
and Newburg. 
The Georgia Legislature met Wednesday, and af­ 
ter organizing adjourned until Thursday. 
The offi­ 
cers were all present. 
In the rowing match on Charles river, Mass., 
Wednesday, between Plaisted, Lee, Elliott and Mc­ 
Kay, the former won. 
The Fourth was celebrated throughout the North­ 
west with the usual rejoicings and less than the 
usual number of accidents. 
The United States District Court at Chicago de­ 
clares that the disease to which sheep are subject, 
known as foot-rot, is not contagious. 
Amid all attractions of “ the day we celebrate,” 
at Chicago 12,000 people found time to attend the 
races, where no less than nine racing events were 
decided. 
The Convention between the United States and 
Mexico, providing that no troops of either country 
shall cross into the other in pursuit of Indians, has 
been prorogued for one year. 
Information has been received that the Co- 
manches are holding a medicine dance at the 
Wichita Agency. Chief Joseph, Jr., and fifty Nez 
Perce braves are among the invited guests. 
In New York Monday was depositors’ day at the 
savings banks, and the amount deposited was 
largely in excess of last year. The number of new 
accounts at all the banks show an increase, with 
larire deposits. 
The total liabilities of McGcoch, Everingham & 
Co., lard dealers of Chicago, are somewhat over 85,­ 
700,000. Of this $3 950,000 is due Chicago banks, 
which are secured by lard as collateral. Unsecured 
debts, $1,893,384. Tne creditors have accepted 50 
cents on the dollar. 
The English branch of the Anglo-American Bible 
Revis'ou Committee has finished its work, and the 
hr inch American committee engaged on the Old 
Testament has so nearly completed its labors that 
the revised Old T- stament wUl very likely be pub­ 
lished early in 1834. 
The casualties of the Fourth at Chicago foot up 
as follows : Accidentally killed by bullets, 3, a man, 
woman and child ; drowned, 2, boys bathing in the 
lake ; maimed by explosions, between 20 and 20. 
There were about 50 alarms of fire given, but no 
serious loss was sustained. 
The Marine Hospital Service which will have 
charge of the disbursement of the $100,009 epidemic 
fund is taking steps to get the earliest possib e in­ 
formation as to the approach of the yellow fever. 
It has dispatched a surgeon to the Mexican border 
to rei>ort upon the condition of the disease there. 
The sales of land by the Land Department of the 
Kansas Division of the Union Pacific in June were 
41,500 acres. The total sales for the six months cf 
18S3 are 151,210 acres, against 105,900 acres for the 
entire year of 18S2. A majority of the new-comers 
are stock raisers, wool growers and creamery men. 
The Cadets of the Military Institute of Virginia 
Wednesday waited on President Arthur at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel, New York, and received their diplo­ 
mas. The corps then proceeded to the City Hall, 
where they returned the flig of a New York regi­ 
ment captured in battle. Addresses and a collation 
followed. 
During the celebration at Melrose, Pa., Wednes­ 
day, Professor II. H. Ludtum,a balloonist, attem pt­ 
ed to make an ascension, and when at the hight of 
forty feet the trapeze caught In a tree, hurling him 
violently to the ground. 
He struck on a rock and 
sustained a fracture of the skull aud internal inju­ 
ries, which it is thought are fatal. 
A dispatch from Hot Sulphur Springs, Col., says : 
“ The Commissioners and County Clerk of Grand 
county were all shot this me ruing by a mob of 
masked men. Barney Kay and Mr. Miles were in 
stantly killed, and E. P. Webber and D. Dean were 
mortally w'ounded.” Grand county is io the north­ 
western part of the State, some miles from a tele­ 
graph station, and the news having to be conveyed 
by a courier, it will probably he to-morrow noon 
before an}’ further intelligence is obtained or the 
cause of the trouble is learned. The citizens of 
Grand county have called on the Governor for the 
State militia. 
FOREIGN. 
The Parnell fund has reached £17,065. 
The victims of the Daphne disaster it is now said 
number 150. 
The cholera daily death list in Egypt exceeds 
oue hundred. 
Negotiations between Prussia and the Vatican 
have been resumed. 
Denmark has imposed quarantine upon vessels 
arriving at Danish ports from Egypt. 
Parnell and Healy attended a banquet at the In­ 
dustrial Exhibition at Cork Wednesday night. 
The death of the Count de Chambord is momenta­ 
rily expected is the tenor of the last dispatch from 
Frohsdorff. 
Keene’s Bolero, the favorite, was beaten hy Cohort 
and Piraeus in the race for the Beaufort stakes at 
Newmarket Wednesday. 
It is reported that Admiral Pierre, the French 
commander, has reopened Tamatav to commerce, 
excluding w’ar materials. 
The iron workers in South Staffordshire and Fast 
Worcestershire, England, have struck work, owing 
to a reduction in wages. 
^ 
The steamer Camellia, from Baltimore to London­ 
derry, has been spoken, and found disabled through 
breaking her crank shaft. 
Sir Wm. Gull, the great English physician, says 
with proper precaution the cholera will not extend 
beyond the Egyptian Delta. 
The French Government has sent a large number 
of police detectives to Frohsdorff to note the names 
of all Frenchmen going thither. 
Recent exj eriments in England ire Raid to have 
demonstrated that Indian wheat is of superior qual­ 
ity to that grown in California. 
The French Government will stand no nonsense, 
and will prosecute those whc threatened the Court 
and jury for their action in the case of Louise 
Michel.

Advices from Victoria state that the Governor, at 
the opening of Parliament, announced his intention 
to negotiate w ith the other colonies in favor of an 
Australian confederation. 
The grand banquet given in honor of Irving, the 
actor, before his departure for America, came off 
Wednesday night in London. Rank and wealth, 
literature, science and art, commerce aad manufact­ 
uring industry were all represented. 
The London Time* reviews the documents that 
Lord Randolph Churchill sent to Gladstone in sup­ 
port of his assertion that the Khedive incited the 
massacres at Alexandria, and concludes that no suf­ 
ficient reason is shown f :r raising the question as to 
the Khedive’s conduct. 
The condition of the Egyptian cholera-infected 
districts is said to be terrible. The atmosphere at 
Maneourah is said to he absolutely fetid. The dying 
have been left alone in their houses, friends and re­ 
lations fleeing, and their bodies have remained un­ 
buried for days. Dead bodies in some cases have 
decomposed in the sunshine in the streets of villages 
deserted bv all except the dying and the conva­ 
lescent, while many of the latter were helpless and 
starving.
